McGill Professor To Ad- 
dress Medical Society 

Dr. Wilder G. rcnfield, Clinital 
ProfeMor of Neurological Surgery 
be the speaker at the next rcg- 
iilar meeting o^ Iho Medical Society 
on Monday. Dr. Pçnflo|d carao to Mc- 
Gill from John IIopklnsKin Bnltlmoro 
where he was quite famous for his 
work. Although this Is his first year 
hero he has practically revolutionised 
tho methdds ot Cranial Surgery In the 
city. *Somo of bis, cures have been 
miraculous, lie hoa chosçn his 
subject "Medical Heros ot a.

It i? expected that 
the German RepubHo,. a- rather nc- 
i .elected subject at Iho present, will 
attract a considerable attendance ot 
Uio.'ic interested In the conditions of 
this extremely iiîiportant state. 

Germany has devcloiied greatly 
since the Treaty' ot Versailles and has 
with astouiiilng rapidity recovorf-d 
t:oni tho period 01 after iiilaery ot the 
Great War. Germany is back on the 
world markets today and although her 
proportion in tho world's trade has 
urn vol reached its pre-war status, 
lierii'.niiy manufactures are w o'or .. 
bp he.ivy compeiitioii for both Pi.t- 
lidi and American goods. Especially is 
Germany concentrating on acquiring 
the vast Russian market. 

If. however l>y regaining her fo- 
reign markets. Germany is iiier'.ly re- 
tracing an old path, she Is troadlns a 
iifcW one politically. Not only his her 
II reign policy become more concili- 
atory than was thai of tho Kaiser, 
1 ut the policy ot li'r home office has 
been altogether recast. The old mili- 
tarism has ceded to a new age. The 
German citizens enjoy political rights 
such as responsible government, un- 
known of prior to 191S. The Uolchstag 
was given the real power which for- 
merly rested with tho Kalscr and the 
Bundosralh ropre-nenling Ihe landed 
classes and the property holders. So- 
cial difference.^ have b'^cn minimized 
lly the revolution of 191S, the last tra- 
ce.» of feudalism, which survived In 
Germany longer than anywher? el.«<', 
were wiped out.

I shall he all tho more re- 
warded for my method or attack. 

Uut first let nio confess to guilt of 
exaggeration in my own statement, 
uiiil.'r the f.\.-;!>>iiu'nt of very e.\haust- 
ii.s question periods at different lec- 
tures. My over-buroened programme 
Is my parilal excuse, combined with 
a propensity to paradox, which some« 
times gets iiohl ot nie when my audi- 
ence appears in'.ir liriately grave thus 
driving me to e.^ireiiie.s. It w.is this 
that niado mo exaggi^rato in my narra- 
tive what 1 had said to the land- 
lord.s' I did not threaten them with 
hell fire and torment, as R, L. T. ap- 
pears to h.ive gathcri-d from, niy 
speech, but 1 did >ay (in the vorna- 
ctilar lansuagc) that God would be 
ilKspIeascd with them. Even this mild 
remark may seem to It. L. T. Intel- 
crant and .-ilso theological; but ho 
must give me tho credit of under- 
standing the common specrh of tho 
Illiterate village people in North India, 
who arc wont to etnploy tho word 
'God' In almost every event and set 
of life. 

I do iioi iiiinl> lint they themselves 
v. oiild have regarded, mo as Intolerant, 
and 1 would maintain that I waa 
Jusliflçd in appealling to their very 
deep and universal religious instinct, 
wr;i.''.h tells ili?m not to hurt tho 
poor. Tliey do jtlll believe there. In 
thoso Bengal villages, with all their 
,liiart, that God is on tho side of tho 
poor people. Therefore I spoke to 
tlu'in In ihoir own vernacular. 

Secondly. R. L. T. got an entirely 
fabc impre.>.sion i; he supposed that 
Tagore stood side by side with Grand, 
hi In tho condemnation of -machinery. 
Tagore Is ultra mociorn; Gandhi la 
often mediaeval. Perhaps my own 
po.sltion Is somewhat betwixt and 
between. What I personally detest 
most Is VumlalLim. If n. L. f. had 
scoit. as I have done, tho vandal des- 
t'.'uctlon of beauty that Is going on In 
Japan ho could iindcr*tand my feel- 
ings. Surc'y the fart that I used tho 
tractor In an emergency Is enough to

BEYOND THE WESTERN STARS 

Man is tlistingiiishcd from the lower ani- 
mals by till! iiso of his brain to think about his 
environment, to di.scovur things. And of all the 
lines of thought man has opened up the oldest 
and llif; most vibrantly romantic is geograph- 
ical exploration. 

Back in the dim beginnings of history, 
Haiiiio tiie I'hueniciun .sailed south over the rim 
of tho world to find a .strange land of red fires 
and tny.stery. Unnamed Norsemen cleft un- 
ciiarted icy seas with their prows, forerunning 
Columbii.s by fivi; luindred years or more. With 
that fioworinj,' of llie human intellect that we 
call the Rcnai.'^.-ance came va.si discDverics of 
new lands w liun'iii wa.s yellow gold and perhap."? 
the elixir of life il.-^elf. 

;■■ , Since then more and more men have been 
lured by tlie eall of t!ic unknown 'to sail beyond 
the sunset and tliu baths of all the western stars.' 
Darkest Africa and the inaccessable Poles have 
been i;<Jached. Even iiov. Commande)- Hyrd's 
.ship lies in Antarctic ice and Sir Hubert 
Wilkiiis is flying over frozen lands never before 
beheld by the eye of man. 

It i.s pui'pi'i.siiiK how mudi exploration re- 
mains to be done. Besides these Polar regions 
so much in the public eye of recent years, there 
arc vast tiaiiss of desert or of forest where no 
white explorer has yet penetrated. In the Saha- 
ra there may be yet discovered bases known to 
fable. Central Araijia is terra incognita, guard- 
ed l)y fanataelsni. Ui>per Burma. New Guinea, 
Central Borneo — these districts arc inhabited 
by (|uccr primitive people of whom we know 
nothing. .North-west Australia and the African 
K'ulaliiira Desert have been crosBcd but not ex- 
plored. .Many thousands of .square miles in Cen- 
tral IJra/il liavc yet to bo opened up, den.sc, 
fetid forest, inhabited by gliostly tribes 

Plenty yet remains to tempt the man of 
.'■lii'iuc who is man of action as well. .A(m*o- 
plaiies will jirove, no doubt, the most usual and 
most useful of exploring weapons; to be super- 
Lcdt'd later, perliaps, by a nimble helicopter cap- 
able of vertical as well as horizontal motion. 

.And when the Polar regions arc surveyed 
and the deserts traversed by caterpillar-tractor, 
and the forests yield to the helicopter — what 
then? JIust the desire to tread the untrodden 
paths be stifled in the human breast? Not so. 
There is no ending-place to this or any other 
line of scientific di.scovery. Al'tcr the land, the 
ocean-floors. • The explorer will doubtless turn 
to a peaceful use that child of war, the subma- 
rine. What may he not find on the bed of the 
Atlantic, whither fable consigns .so many mag- 
fcal i.slesV .Atlantis, Tir-nan-Og, St. Brandran's 
faery isle, the land of Quetzalcoatl : it is not 
without the realms of possiblity that these leg- 
ends have foundation in some vanished land. 

Then subterranean exploration. There are 
those today who hold that this earth, is not the 
fiei'y ball we were taught it was, but a hollow 
sphere, with vast open spaces within. Men may 
yet live beneath the crust of tlie world, even as 
Mr. Wells has his selenites dwell in the interior 
of the Moon. 

And that dream, so loved of imaginative 
novelists, that man will conquer space at last: 
will it never be consummated save in the imag- 
ination of a Jules Verne? As in a glass darkly 
we see faint outlines of the things that may be. 

No; we need not fear lest finality be 
reached in exploration. Always will there be 
.scope for men who yearn with the poet: 
"Beyond the East the sunrise, beyond the West 
the .sea, 

"And East and West the wander-thirst that will, 
not let me be." 




JAZZ 

Ever since ragtime melodies have been 
played, its opposers of jazz (and there are 
many) have given it only a short time to live — 
a year or so. Of late this has been charged to 
formulae which read thus — Jazz will have a 
rather short life, ten years at the most, and if 
it lasts longer than that it will be .so much 
changed that it will not be recognized as such. 

Such critics .should know and be able to 
phophesy concerning the future of Jazz, but 
the thing that seems to calloquially "put a wet 
blanket" over their prediction is the fact that 
fazz has not changed to any great extent since 
the first ragtime comiwsilion was played. 

Jazz uaed to be explained as being a result 
of the war — as .something inevitable (this was 
after it iiceanic firmly established) due to the 
invorsioii made in the lives of - young people.

studies in science." The (loan will be 
a meml>er of and a chairman ot both 
divisions. 

Faculty Admission 

K change ■ivas also approved Ir. 
tho terms ot ailnii.ssioii to ilie faculty, 
ïh» now admission reciulrements will 
now read: ".-Vdvanced courses of In- 
struction are offered to students 
who are gi-aduates of any university 
ot recognized standing; these stu- 
dents aro generally those who liavo 
at least a second-class honor stand- 
ing or the equivalent of at least

Taking up tlio niutici- of fccj-, il 
was agreed that study, which can bo 
followed in procuring the ma,<rtcr, of 
arts degree. These wore: Agricul- 
tural chemistry, goology and certain

" \ lowed in procuring the degree of 
master of «cionoi^: agricultural chem- 
istry, fuel .cnginc-erlns and experi- 
mental med'elnc. 

Jforo elastloily will now be al- 
lowed in tho matter of languages 
In regard to the degree ot doctor of 
philosophy. While, as before staled, 
every candidate for tho degree ot 
Ph.D. must satisfy the faculty of 
graduate studies and research that 
bo has a reading knowledge (f 
French and German^ now. In certain 
cases, other languages may l>o suh- 
fititnlod at tho .sugso.stlon o£ the 
V^. doparlmcnl concerned.

day, in . my own generation, is ruth- 
loss In his wild, wilful and waHlefuI 
c.Ntravagence.— like a young proil;i;;il 
spondtiirift u.Bing up all lii-- iiaiiimuny 
and already lottorins on the brink of 
biinkriiptoy and ruin. ^ 

Bertrand nusseli In his lîssay on 
!?clcncc writes about some of the tra-' 
ditlon.-s ot the Middle Arc which lias 
Just gone past. Ho writes. 

"Perhape these traditions can 
best b« summed up in th« one 
Word 'Contemplation' A modern 
European profeesor (i e ae con- 
traeted with the American ,v|ew. 
C.F.A.) continues to believe in 
contemplation. I «m myielf euf- 
ficlently medieval to fool this ad- 
miration far more stronaly than 
is felt by the typical modern man. 
Nevertheless, I perceive that it is , 
ptyehologically connected Viflth an 
attitude of reverence towards llio 
iinivene, which is hardly compat- 
ible with the modern belief in 
man's omnipotence through the 
Machine." 

Bertrand Russell goes on to st.ite 
1 1. at the modern man will go on more 
and more to ropani with revoner tho 
noil human world— that is, tho world 
of Xature and of s.ub-humnn animal 
lite. "This new outlook,'' lie concludes, 
"embodied in the tso-called instrumen- 
tal theory of kn(,wledpe. oon.slltufcs 
iihilosopliy appropiato to Indus- 
irlaii.sm, which Is Science in the 
.splioro of practice. 

Never in 'my life t objected the use 
of •nachlnery; indeed, I have argued 
lor hours together In Its f.ivour with 
-Mahatma Giindhi as my opponent:, 
but along with Tagore, I protest in 
the n.nnc of Art and Beauty against 
the destruction that is now taking 
place, and also against that ruth- 
Icssne.s.s with which human and sub 
hamaii lives are being sacrificed, in 
this .Machine Age, In the interest of 
i*hat is sometimes called Progress. 

The train has marly reached .Vow 
Vork and I must draw this letter to 
nr. abrupt ilotc. Let me say that in 
a léttcr part of my lecture by jidvo- 
eatlng Internotional Cliristian Cons- 
cience (R.L.T. misunderstood me; I 
ii-'ed the word 'Conscience' not 'Coun- 
cil') which must and should be heard, 
I had no wish to -.tu: tho word Chris- 
tian in any c.\oIusive sense, and would 
eladly sul|"i,iiiute the word 'humani- 
tarian' for it, 

What I pressed w,-is. that where 
^■a•^ tills ruthless destruction ot poor 
people's lives through dlBlocatlon and 
this thougiitless Impress ot tho West 
upon the contemplative East, such as 
wo have seen In the Congo atrooitiivi 
and the opium traffic and other 
n:on.«trou5 things. Humanity itself 
ought to step in and .itop this cruelly 
n» 't did .1. century ago* whcii SLivery 
was abolished and factory Laws in 
I'.'iigland were abolished. 

If U. L.. T. charge? me with into- 
I'ircnoe against dopinc bablea every 
day with opium, and against the 
further production of ineredll>ly inl 
tiuitouB Calcutta slums. T am proud 
to be called 'Intolerant'.

Tho (luosiioii of coinpenriation is not 
I'l.rcly a legal one. It .la also a. so- 
ciological one. The lawyer Is interested 
In what the law will permit in the 
way of compcns.Ttion and what tho 
man ought to have. Consideration ot 
all of these factors may .save .much 
mlsoiy and expense which society 
otiicrwisp would have to bear. 

The Btiidlea will deal with the rcla- 
tiunship between parents and' chil- 
dion. v.lth community Influences, 
education. Industry, food habilH clim- 
ate and coiinllesH other maltorn wlileh 
h.ivo as much bearing upon the be- 
havior of tho Inldlvlduni as do his 
pIiyHlcal char.ii'lerlHlicH.
